When  shots  were  heard  in  the 
corridor,  Librescu  pressed  himself  against  the  classroom  door,  blocking  the 
gunman  long  enough  for  many  of  his  students  to  jump  to  safety  through 
second-floor  windows.  Librescu  was  killed  that  day  by  Cho  Sueng-Hui,  who 
shot  31  other  students  and  professors  and  then  himself  in  the  worst  school 
shooting  in  U.S.  history.

Indeed,  virtually  all  crimes 
had  been  trending  downward  in  the  past  decade:  breaking  and 
entering  rate  was  43  per  cent  lower  than  it  was  in  1 996,  while 
murder  was  down  14  per  cent.
